than was the case a year ago. During 
August, 12,771 workers participated in 25 
strikes with a loss of 121,343 man days 
About 87 per cent of this time lost was due 
tq.strikes on the Montreal tramways and at 
the Halifax and Dartmouth shipyards. The 
situation in August this year showed a 
marked improvement over conditions in the 
same month last year, when 50 Canadian 
strikes involved 35,645 workers with a time 
loss of 240,493 man working days.
